The Director and Public Senti-

with a brief history- of the public 
school system in Pensylvania. Direc- 
tors sliould lead in public sentiment;

The reader will under- 
stand that the Indian was master of 
all the country outside the rifle range 
of a station or fort. This gave to the 
very atmosphere a sense of continual 
peril, making possible a death so hor- 
rible that its possibility was as trying 
to the imagination as capture made its 
decree a certainty, with all the horrors 
of torture. 
\. 
That many riders met this fateful 


end Is history, while other escapes 
were simply miraculous. 
Those who 


came out alive on the arrival at a sta- 
tion often found that one of the riders 
had fallen a victim to the savage foe 
and had'to take up his burden, and in 
such cases he had to pbund the saddle 
over the stiff country for another hun- 
dred miles. The fact that the dead 
body was often somewhere along the 
trail, of course, did not add pleasant 
thoughts to the journey. Nothing but a 
quick perception and rapidity of action 


time, and the fact that thc^. south west 
section 'was not open for communica- 
tion to the Union authorities at Wash 
ington emphasized its necessity. 


The pony express, by giving the gov- 


ernment facilities for quick communi- 
cation—-quick for those days—was en- 
abled to kefep In touch with every 
movement and counteracted in an ef- 
fective manner what might have re- 
sulted in a separation from us of our 
.grand Pacific possessions. 


Its service had been repeatedly sug- 


gested to congress, but after several 
.years of agitation It failed of govern- 
ment assistance through the then dis- 
united aims of many 
congressional 


leaders, and eventually it was under 
taken by Messrs. Russell, Majors, Wad- 
^ell & Co. at their ow'n risk and re- 
sponsibility, a public spirited, patri- 
otic action. for which they never re- 
ceived proper financial recognition. 


This was the great 
government 


freighting firm under whom I had 
served as courier between its over- 
land wagon trains. Its object was to 
coTer the vast telegraphic gap be- 
tween New York and San Francisco, 
which began at St. Joe, Mo., and ended 
a.t Sacramento, Cal., with .greater 
speed, a distance of more than 2,000 
miles through a country totally unin- 
habited, bar savage Indians. At that 
time it took months for congressmen 
and government officials to reach the 
Golden Gate or to arrive at Washing 
ton, and it took from twenty-two to 
twenty-five days to send a message 
from New York to San 
Francisco 


across the continent.

go from the Missouri river to Sacra- 


fellow's head, knocking him senseless.

One day I galloped up to a relay

cattle and rush on toward the door- 
yard of the station. Four or five men 
were yelling at the top -of their lungs 
and blazing away at him with guns 
and revolvers. But if any of the shots 
reached the brute they only served to 
madden him all the more. It was no 
business of mine, so I stood there 
laughing at their excitement. But all 
at once I stopped laughing and turned 
sick at what I saw. 


There, near the door of the cabin,

There are at present engaged in dif- 


ferent capacities on the stage and in 
the theaters about 400 children to 
whom the holidays usually are days 
of toil, and many of these little folks 
are breadwinners for younger broth- 
ers and sisters. Jt was for them that 
the late Tony Pastor and his wife, 
Mrs. E. L. Fernandez, and "Aunt 
Louisa" Eldridge, now dead, inaugu- 
rated the Christmas festival which 
has become a perennial affair. 


The little ones, all less than twelve 


years old, provide the stage entertain- 
ment on these occasions, and there 
never is any interference by the au- 
thorities. Christmas, 1907, was Tony 
Pastor's last appearance as the chil- 
dren's Santa Claus, and this year they 
will miss his genial face and kindly at- 
tentions. Last year he was master of 
ceremonies and introduced his tiny 
"top liners." At the end of the act he 
presented to each of the girls a beau- 
tifully dressed doll and to the boys j 
boxes of candy or appropriate toys. 


Admission was by invitation only, 


and when the programme began the 
house was crowded to the doors, the 
balcony being given up largely to 
poor children of the east side. Some 
of the actors were mere bubies, but 
they went -through the business like 
veterans, and the gravity of most of 
them when singing their comic songs 
was immensely amusing.

HEPORT FROM CLEARVILLE 


3Iany Prominent Fruit Growers Pres- 


ent—Farm Products, Good Roads 


and Home-Making Discussed., 


The institute jit Clearville was well 


attended 
considering the weather,, 


but was good and was appreciated by 
sill who attended. L. W. Lighty, the 
veteran butter maker of York Coun- 
ty, who gets 10 cents per pound more 
for his butter than for creamery or 
other butter, talked upon "The farm- 
er's cow and how to make her profit- 
able." He said that in most parts of 
Pennsylvania the methods of suc- 
cessful men should be studied by 
those who are not successful. You 
must have the proper knowledge to 
do these things right and then do it, 
v.-hen the balance is left on the right 
side. In fact, it is the point between 
success and failure. The scrub cow, 
too often found on the farm, is not 
the one that leaves a profit. Get the 
best for whatever line you are fol- 
lowing, keep an individual account 
with her and see what she has left 
for you. Those away from the mar- 
ket any distance can condense their 
hay, corn, oats, etc., into butter an-1 
haul it away in a buggy. He believes 
is getting a good registered sire with 
a. good pedigree, whatever the cost. 


E. L. Phillips' talk on ''Fertilizers 


—how to make and buy them," was 
interesting as well as educating. 
Nitrogen can be gotten largely from 
the growing of clover, but potash and 
phosphoric acid must be bought; the 


be allowed to be out in'the open, un-1 
less in the field, for two-thirds runs 
away in the liquid. He advocates the 
use of cement- floors, thus saving all 
the liquids. By using acid phosphate 
you can combine the ammonia into 
ammonia phosphate. 


Mr. Phillips' good road talk was 


interesting and the methods advo- 
cated can be put into practice by any 
one. 
The roads can be made with 


the use of a simply constructed drag 
made by sawing or splitting a big 
log in half, setting the flat side in 
front, couple them together, make a 
platform to stand upon and made 10 
work like a road plow. It is to be 
used when the frost is coming out in 
the spring and after a rain. 


Mr. Lighty spoke in the evening. 


"Making a home on the farm," was 
indeed interesting. The farmer needs 
education along the lines of agricul- 
ture. He advocated consolidation of 
schools, use of machinery, etc. The 
old school has become a back num- 
ber and must give way to something 
better if the farmer is to advance. 


Dr. Funk closed the meeting with 


a talk on insects and birds. 
The 


farmer has many friends among the 
birds and insects, which he does not 
appreciate and they are wonh thous- 
ands of dollars annually to him.

a necessity. A tree needs pruning as 
ivell as a child needs training.

-described the 
selection of young 


trees, preparation of the ground, 
planting, care, and fertilization. A 
tree can be made to bear annually 
if never allowed to overbear; by 
starting trees to bear annually they 
will continue to do 'so when the habit 
is formed, yet you must never l^t 
them overbear.

Washington, December 22.—Con- 


gress has concluded its brief, tempes- 
tuous ante-holiday session. It is not 
tired but it will rest for ten days, 
that is, if Christmas festivities mean 
rest for legislators or for anybody. 
Many will remain in Washington 
during the holidays; those, especial- 
ly, whose homes are far away -will 
endure life at the capital because 
railroad passes, formerly distributed 
with such lavish design and purpose, 
are no longer available. 


Congress or, at least, some Con- 


gressmen are as mad as can be. The 
elections are over and an unusually 
large percentage of seasoned mem- 
bers ot Congress has been continued 
in the national legislature.

fireproof. It is built like a battleship. 


The new coach is longer than the standard car general- 


ly in use on the railroads of this country, and has a comfort- 
able seating capacity of sixty to ninety people according to 
the style of the coach. 


The unusual weight of the coaches give to them a 


solidity that greatly increases the comfort of the passenger. 


' The seats are adjusted to a more convenient space and 


angle, the coaches are all lighted with electricity and amply 
ventilated in winter as well as summer by new and thor-- 
oughly tested methods. 


The interior finish of the coach is plain though pleasing 


to the eye. The absence of ornamentation enhances the idea 
of strength and at the same time assures absolute cleanliness 
ind thorough sanitation. 


Steel cars are now in use on the principal trains be- 


tween New York, Philadelphia, Washington, and on the 
Main Line between Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. The num- 
ber of cars is constantly being increased as the finished pro- 
duct comes from the shops.
